1. Claims 1-9 presented for examination. Claims 10 -21 have been 
withdrawn from the consideration. 



2. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-9 (Group I) in the 
reply filed on 02/03/2005 is acknowledged. 



Double Patenting 



3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially 
created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) 
so as to prevent the unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right 
to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible harassment by 
multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 
(Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); 
In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 
422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and, In re Thorington, 418 
F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a 
nonstatutory double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or 
patent is shown to be commonly owned with this application. See 37

4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-32 
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of U.S. Patent No. 6,771,283 in view of Robinson et al. (hereinafter 
Robinson), " A framework for interacting with paper", Eurographics. 1997, 
Volume 16, Number 3- 

[www.cl. cam. ac.uk. Research/Orignamil997c/index. html], pages 1-9. 

5. As per claims 1-9, all the limitations in claim 1-9 and 21 in the instant 
application are either similar or an obvious combinations of claims 1-32 in 
patent "6,771,283". Both of the instant applications and patent "6,771,283" 
are devoted to determining position of a point pressed on an opto-touch foil, 
opto-touch file being aligned with first placed physical document, opto-touch 
foil being connected to the user system. The patent 6,771,283 discloses the 
same limitations as the present application with the exception of "storing in 
said hyperlink table absolute coordinates of the associated point". However, 
Robinson discloses storing in said hyperlink table absolute coordinates of the 
associated point (Page 4, section 3, registry, page 6, section 4.4, import 
and export). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention was made to include the teachings of Robinson so 
that page identifier and the coordinates of the link can be stored. The 
motivation would have been development of electronic multimedia 
publishing (page 2). 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
because the conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
